Richard Vaux was born in Philadel- 
phia, Dec. 19, 1816. His father, Roberts 
Vaux, was judge of the court of common 
pleas in Philadelphia, one of the origina- 
tors of the public school system; of Penn- 
sylvania, and for 14 years held the first 
presidency of the board of public schools 
of Philadelphia. He also founded sev- 
eral benevolent institutions in that city. 


The late Richard Vaux was educated 
by private tutors, studied law, and was 
admitted to the Philadelphia bar in 1836. 

Shortly after he was admitted he was 
appointed bearer of dispatches to the 
court of St. James, and became the cus- 
todian of documents for delivery to An- 
drew Stevenson of Virginia, then United 
States minister to England. When Mr. 
Vaux delivered the papers to the min- 
ister the latter surprised him by appoint- 
ing him temporary secretary of the lega- 
tion, one of the documents having 
ordered the incumbent of the office to 
report at one of the continental courts, 
He remained as secretary until his suc- 
cessor, Benjamin Rush, was sent from 
the United States the next year. 

Declining a similar post at St. Peters- 
burg, he went to Brussels to aid in re- 
organizing the American embassy there, 
made a tour of the continent, returned 
to London, and accepted the post of pri- 
rate secretary to the United States min- 
ister. 

Returning to Philadelphia in 1859 he 
was nominated as candidate for the 
Pennsylvania wegislature, failing of an 
election. In March, 1840, he was dele- 

gated to tue convention that nominated 
Martin Van Buren for President of the 
United States. 

In 1842 he was appointed recorder of 
deeds of Philadelphia, holding this post, 
without emoiument, for seven years. 
His ‘‘Recorder’s Decisions,’’ published 
in Philadelphia in 1845, achieved a large’ 
circulation and has become an author- 


ity. 

In 1842 he was the Democratic candi- 
date for mayor, and, though receiving a 
large vote, was defeated. In 1843 the 
superior court appointed him inspector 
of the state prison, and shortly there- 
after he was elected comptroller of the 
public schools, thus filling three impor- 
tant positions at the same time. He re- 
sumed the practice of law after resign- 
ing the office of recorder. 


In 1854 he was again defeated in the 
mayoralty contest, but was successful 
at the next election, and during his term 
effected a complete reorganization of the 
city government. He was one of the 
chief authorities on prisons in our.coun- 
ty, and, like his father, achieved his 
highest renown as a penalagist. He has 
been a voluminous writer upon this sub- 
ject. Besides about 15 pubiications on 
general penal matters, he has written 45

He was a strong, well built, stalwart 
old’ man of Nearly” 80 years, with long, 
bushy hair, and a fine leonine head, and 
conspicuous figure. He was set in his 
opinions, dogmatic, thorough in line with 
the age except in the matter of politics. 

It was said of him that “politically he 
was a Bourbon of the Bourbons; that he 
had never been able to get past the 
Mexican war,and that the events of the 
jast 30 or 40 years were more or less a 
blank in his mind.’’ On all other sub- 
jects, however, he was, in the slang 
phrase of the day, ‘up to date.”

ALL WITH ANXIOUS FACES. 


Liquor Dealers of Manchester and Nashua 
in Court for Violating Ironclad Oath, 
(Special Dispatch to the Boston Herald.) 

MANCHESTER, N. H., March 22, 1895. 
The supreme court was a very lively 
place this forenoon, no less than 13 of 
the liauor sellers of Manchester and 
Nashua, with their counsel and sureties, 
and wearing very anxious faces being 
present to answer to informations filed 
by County Solicitor Tuttle charging 
them with violations of the injunction, 
or ‘ironclad’ oath, issued against them 
in 1888 to 1890. 

The names of these arraigned today 
are: ThomasW. Burke, Alfonse Bourque, 
Eusebe Coucher, P. H. Carpentier, 
Isaiah Robbins, Joseph T. Slattery, all 
of Nashua; Henry F. Clifton, Daniel 
corner, John Hayes, Joseph A. Hutch- 
inson, James Kelliher, David Iabonty 
and Michael Prout, all of Manchester. 

All of the accused liquor dealers, 
through their counsel, waived examina- 
tion and gave bail in the sum of $1000 
each to appear April 15 for trial. 

The action of the county solicitor 
created a great sensation in this city, 
where there are nearly 50 dealers in the 


same box, they having signed the “‘iron- 


clad’ oath, and continued in the busi- 
ness. 

Those arraigned today are the leading 
dealers in the city, including two whole- 
salers. Some such action was antici- 
pated immediately following the La- 
bine case at Nashua, the procedure be- 
ing precisely similar. 

The penalty of a violation of the 
‘fronclad’’ oath is both fine and im- 
prisonment, the sentence in the case 
of Labine being six months in jail and 
a heavy fine, which were placedon file 
by the court, with the specific under- 
standing that the moment he goes into 
the business again the mittimus shall 
issue and Labine be recommitted to jail.

G. Evans, 
Miss A. P. Rogers, Dr, C. P. Putnam, 
Mrs. F. M. McCarthy and Dr. Morton 
Prince, rendered their final report in 
June, 1892, No one who reads or studies 
its pages can fail to realize the import- 
ance of this document} and of the sug- 
gestions it contains. Their vaiue is 
proved by the fact that many of them 
were immediately adopted by the com- 
missioners of public institutions, and 
others have since been made part of 
the policy of this department. 

It would take too long to enumerate 
the changes suggested by the commit- 
tee, but I would respectfully call your 
attention to their report, and especially 
to the concluding remarks upon pages 
57, 58 and 59. It should also be borne in 
mind that the members of this commit- 
tee performed voluntary service of the 
highest order, and that their advice 
was accepted and acted upon, 


‘The order for the second board of 
visitors passed the city government in 
May, 1893, but such visitors were not 
appointed until the autumn of that 
year. Thus their time of action was 
limited to six months instead of twelve 
This board was composed of five mem- 
bers—Dr. Co. ‘P. =Putnam, Mrs.’ Be G 
Evans and Mr. T. F. Ring of the for- 
mer committee, and Mr, Lewis C. Far- 
Hier and Miss 0’Sullivan as new mem- 

ers. 

This board also did most faithful and 
efficient work, and many, if not all its 
suggestions, have been acted upon by 
the commissioner of public institutions. 

An effort to secure the further ap- 
pointment of a board of visitors failed 
in the spring of 1894, and was also de- 
feated in the autumn of that year, 
when presented to the city government. 


To secure the permanence of this most 
valuable auxiliary assistance to our city 
institutions we are now petitioning the 
Legislature tomake the appointment of a 
board of visitors,who shall serve without 
pay, and without power (save that of sug- 
gestion) an assured fact, estantished by 
statute, and not subject to the uncertain. 
ties of approval or disapproval on the 
part of either branch of the city gov- 
ernment. The appointments are to be 


made by the mayor, and are, therefore,. 


in the control of the city. 


.Now as to the need and purpose of 
such a board. As I have before said, 
the report of the first committee will 
furnish the best possible evidence as to 
the value of such a board, but there are 
further reasons why it-seems to us it 
should be appointed. 

We are asking no more for the city 
institutions than is accorded to those 
of the state. The state institutions, as 
you know, have each a board of seven 
unpaid trustees. These trustees have, 
to a certain extent, a governing power, 
subject, of course, to the central board 
of lunacy and charity, but whether 
with or without power, we claim that 
an outside body of men and women can 
bring to the management of any institu- 
tion a clearness of vision, a freshness 
of interest, which is of value alike to 
inmates and to the officers, many of 
whom have spoken of the benefit to be 
derived from the contact with outside 
influences. ‘ 

Institutions, even the best of them 
are apt to fall into ruts, and they and 
their officers need to be in touch with 
the outer world, if they intend to keep 
up with its progress.

There was no doubt as to the small- 
ness of the fish when it is understood 
that about 250 of them could get into 
one barrel. The officers imagined they 
had made a good seizure of “shorts,” 
but were greatly surprised to find that 
the fish were probably the shortest ever 
captured in Massachusetts. The law re- 
quires that lobsters shall be 10% inches 
in length. An examination of the seiz- 
ure showed that the greater part of the 
lobsters taken were but seven inches in 
length. They were consigned to New 
York. 


Where they came from could not be 
determined, except that they did not 
come fgom Nova Scotia. 

It is supposed that they were sent 
from New Hampshire or Maine. 

In New Hampshire the penalty is $10 
for every short lobster so shipped. This 
would mean a fine of $31,280. 

In Maine there is a fine of $1 for each 
lobster less than lawful size, and an 
additional penalty is imposed on the 
shipper for failure to attach his name 
to the consignment.

TROOPS CAUSED THE TROUBLE. 


What Chicago Chief of Police Says About 
the Strike Riots. 

. (Special Dispatch to the Boston Herald.) 

CHICAGO, Ill., March 22, 1895. Chief 
of Police Brennan, in his annual report, 
speaking of the strike riots last year, 
declared the strike was an unimport- 
ant affair. The most annoying element, 
he says, consisted of half-grown boys, 
who were determined to do mischief,’ 
and adds: 

“Ttis a notable fact that there was no 
trouble where there were no troops. In 
all cases where the police were left to 
themselves peace was preserved, 
property was kept uninjured and the in- 
terference with non-union workmen, 
was trifling.’ : 

The report severely denounces the

INCREASED USE OF BRICK. 

Even one not particularly interested in 
building must have noticed the great 
increase in the use of face brick: and 
terra-cotta of late years in this vicinity. 
The State Street Exchange and the 
Ames building are almost the only con- 
spicuous instances of the use of other 
material in an important mercantile 
structure recently erected, and both of 
these were erected before the adoption 
of the steel frame principle of construc- 
tion, says the Brickbuilder.
